Lauds Judaism 
In Exclusive 
POST Interview

NEW YORK (NJP)—‘There 
will be no peace between Israel 


and her neighbors until Israel] 
will occupy all the land between 
the ‘Tigris ang Euphrates, as 
promised in the Bible,” Reverend 


Billy Graham told The POST in 
an exclusive interview, as he 
prophesied the coming of the 
Messiah to,the Jews. 

Sitting at ease in his room, 
the evangelist-did not seem tired 
after his sermon in Madison 
Square Garden. He spoke of the 


Jews as the “chosen people with 


a glorious future.” “The people 
of Israel have made the desert 
bloom,” he said. “That is why 


the Arabs are jealous of them. 
I believe that in the near future 
the Israelis will find the going 


very difficult, They will find 
themselves in dire straits. 
“THEN, WHEN everything 


looks beyong hope, the Messiah 
will appear,” the young evangel- 
ist stated, emphasizing his words 
with a dramatic upward gesture 


of the hand. 
Asked why, if love formed the 
cenirality of his teaching, it is 


necessary for a Jewish person— 
practicing love—to convert to 
Christianity before he can, in 
Graham’s view, enter the King- 
dom of Heaven, the evangelist 
said: 


“THIS IS where we are prob- 
ably the farthest apart,” Gra- 
ham, who uses the title “Dr.” 
but admits he did not earn a 
doctorate, countered with a 
smile. “You know, I told my lis- 
teners' only a few days ago that 
I would be proud to be a Jew. 
I have a great deal of respect 
and admiration for God’s chosen 
people. But I feel that Jews, 
along with other people, must 
recognize Christ and know that 
he died for our sins,” the evan- 
Relist said. 

Does he believe that the suf- 
fering of the Jewish people 
through the ages has been caused 
by their non-acceptance of Jesus 
as their Messiah? 

The dispersion, as you know, 
began at the time of Nebuchad 
nezzar, before the appearance 
of Jesus,” came the prompt an- 
swer. “The people of Israel had 
been admonished by their own 
prophets for not»following in the 
Ways of God.” Graham said, 
“Jewish suffering has not been 
caused entirely by their rejec- 
tion of Jesus, “but that is an 
element in it, yes.” 

Did the Jews kill Jesus, in 
Reverend Graham’s opinion? 

“No, I do not believe the Jews 
killed Jesus, I do not think he 
died with nails hammered into 
him. Rather, it is our sins which 
killed him. It will be our love 
Which will resurrect him.” 

Would he like to go to Israel? 
A very positive and enthusiastic 
“yes” was the answer. “I have 
hever been there. I would love 
ta see Israel.”

Major U. S. firms dealing in 
oil, rubber and motor vehicles 
have been subjected to pressure 
by agents or Arab League na- 
tions to end business relations 
with Israel and/or agree not to 


enter into trade arrangements 
with Israel, The POST has 
learned. 


Arab League economic coun- 
cil adopted June 3 the following 
recommendations by the perma- 
nent Arab boycott committee: 

1. Blacklist motor firms sell- 

ing vehicles to Israel. 


. Blacklist foreign firms un- 
der contract to provide 
Israel services or goods. 

3. Create unified boycott sys- 
tem to control exports and 
imports between Arab 
countries and others, so 
Arab goods may be pre- 
vented from reaching Is- 
rael directly or indirectly, 
as well as to prevent Is- 
raeli products reaching 
Arab nations through 
third countries. 

According to reliable sources, 
among those who yielded to 
Arab demands: Socony Oil, 
Esso Oil, American Express, 

Among many refusing to yield 
are General Motors, Chrysler, 
Ford, Willys, Monsanto Chemi- 
cal, General Tire and Rubber, 
Dayton Rubber and International 
Latex, 

Some of these firms and others 
have been approached either in 
person or in writing by one 
Salem Bader, president of United 
States Arab Asia Institute, Inc. 

In telephone interview with 
The POST, Bader admitted that 
in the past several months he 
has sent out letters to hundreds 
of firms to the following effect: 

“WE HAVE information that 
you are about to be boycotted 
by the Arab League nations. 

“Can we do anything to help 
you?” 

A questionnaire is sent out 
with request it be filled out and 
returned.

in nature; that it even had an 
“intelligence” agency. Bader de- 
clared: “We can let you know 
everything you want to know if 
you pay for information.” 

ACCORDING TO the Justice 
Department, Bader has been 
registered as a foreign agent 
since May, 1957, for purpose of 
counselling, advising and nego- 
tiating for American investors 
with several Arab countries. 

Bader told The POST that 
when a firm “co-operates with 
us” we can be very helpful. He 
said he always asks firm inter- 
viewed if it wouldn’t prefer busi- 
ness with Arab countries rather 
than with Israel. 

He tells them there is greater 
profit in dealing with Arabs 
than with Israel. He advises 
them to cease relations with Is- 
rael, 


DEMONSTRATING remarka- 
ble versatility and accommoda- 
tion, Bader said he could help 
Zionists plan strategy to im- 
prove Arab-Israel relations, and 
would be happy to do this if 
approached by Zionists. He add- 
ed he didn’t expect Zionists 
would seek his aid. 

One representative for a ma- 
jor rubber company doing busi- 
ness with Israel said his firm 
also does business with Arab 
countries despite the blacklist 
and without Bader’s “help.”

A Jewish community’s at- 
titude toward open discussion 
ot the issue of Negro segre- 
gation flared into heated con-

RABBI ATLAS, now in Bris- 
tol, Virginia - Tennessee, had 
served Agudath Israel for nearly 
10 years, before leaving last 
year after a dispute that cen- 
tered over. his taking an active 
role in the Montgomery bus 
boycott by Negroes and speak- 
ing out on the matter from the 
pulpit. 

Harry Golden, Carolina  Is- 
raelite editor, reported in a 
story in Congress Weekly (NJP, 
May 17) that Rabbi Atlas was 
forced to leave by his congrega- 
tion on the basis of that issue. 
Golden said that Rabbi Atlas 
first had been asked to “submit” 
his sermons to board members 
before delivery or publication. 


GOLDEN ALSO reported that 
future rabbis at Agudath Israel 
would be required to sign a 
pledge that they would not dis- 
cuss the segregation issue from 
the pulpit. 

Rabbi Joseph Reich, formerly 
of Cleveland, who _ succeeded 
Rabbi Atlas, declared that he 
had never been asked to sign 
such a pledge, nor had the mat- 
ter ever been brought up by the 
congregation’s trustees until he 
himself mentioned his feelings. 

Dr. Irving D. London of 
Montgomery, former president 
of the congregation, wrote to 
Congress Weekly, to Golden, 
and to The POST, denying the 
truth of the original Golden 
article. 

Dr. London said that in No- 
vember, 1955, a month before 
the bus boycott started, the 
board recommended that the 
congregation terminate Rabbi 
Atlas’ contract and seek a new 
rabbi, 

The doctor said the action was 
based on “a series of unpleas- 
ant incidents” in the community. 


HE ADDED that Rabbi Atlas 
did not resign, but that his con- 
tract was bought up for $5,100. 
He denied that any trustee of 
the congregation was member- 
ship chairman of the White 
Citizens Council. He denied that 
any Negro clergyman ever ap- 
peared at meetings of the con- 
gregation, and said that no re- 
quest for “submission of ser- 
mons to the trustees” was ever 
made of Rabbi Atlas. 

Dr. London said that Rabbi 
Reich had never been asked to 
sign a statement restricting him 
on the segregation issue, nor 
had Rabbi Atlas.

charged that if Congress Weekly 
had made any effort to verify 
or corroborate the statements in 
its article, it “would have found 
them to be completely untrue 
and without any foundation in 
fact.” 

Rabbi Atlas, contacted by tele- 
phone at his Bristol home, said 
the following things took place: 

“I was offered my monthly 
salary if I moved out of the 
city. This I refused. Then it 
was proposed that I be paid and 
function only in the Hebrew 
and Sunday schools, and be re- 
lieved of all synagogue services 


and sermons, and not accept 
any speaking engagements at 
all. This I also refused.” 


Rabbi Atlas said that he had 
a letter from one of the board 
members last week, Emanuel 
Blitz, which stated that Rabbi 
Reich “was not put under any 
oath of allegiance; it was a 
gentleman’s understanding.” 

Rabbi Reich told The POST: 
“You can call it a ‘gentleman’s 
agreement’ if you want to. I 
will say only that I wrote to the 
trustees and told them my views. 
I am strongly against segrega- 
tion, but I told them I respect 
the feeling of the community 
and would not want to create 
tensions in the city.” 

Rabbi Reich pointed out that 
he was not in Montgomery dur- 
ing the period under discussion, 
and could not speak of the in- 
cidents except on a second-hand 
basis. 


HE INDICATED that one of 
the reasons the congregation 
wanted to terminate Rabbi At- 
las’ contract was that the syna- 
gogue was in the process of 
converting from Orthodox to 
Conservative, and that Rabbi 
Atlas was an Orthodox rabbi. 

Asked if he knew of any 
trustees that belonged to the 
White Citizens Council (anti- 
Negro), Rabbi Reich said: “Only 
two, and neither of those was 
ever membership chairman,”

BAYONNE, N. J. (NJP) — A 
textbook has been removed from 
use in history classes in the pub- 
lie schools here because the 
American Jewish Congress ob- 
jected that certain passages were 
anti-Jewish, it was disclosed to- 
day. 

SAM BROWN, New Jersey 
regional director of the AJ Con- 
gress, confirmed the _ action, 
which resulted, he said, from a 
complaint by a Jewish pupil in 
one of the Bayonne schools. 

The pupil told his parents that 
another pupil had accosted him 
in the school halls and accused 
Jews of being anti-Christian. He 
said his teacher had read aloud 
in class from the textbook, prov- 
ing that Jews were anti-Chris- 





tian. 

THE PARENTS complained 
to the AJC, which checked the 
textbook, “America, Heir of Yes- 
terday,” with faculty members 
at Rutgers and Princeton Uni- 
versities. 

“They were unanimous,” 
Brown said, “in the opinion that 
this text used in an elementary 
school was in bad taste and 
could easily incite tensions be- 
tween minority groups in the 
elass.” 

Brown next contacted 
Bayonne _ superintendent 
schools.

ANTI-SEMITIC TEXTBOOK 
REMOVED AFTER PROTEST 


“He investigated further and 
within 24 hours called me back 
and informed me that he, too, 
considered the book objection- 
able and was removing it from 
circulation,” Brown said. 

The school head thanked the 
American Jewish Congress for 
bringing it to his attention and 
was “surprised that other Jew- 
ish organizations had not done 
so previously.” 

Brown said the objectionable 
passage from the book, written 
by Ames and Ames, and pub- 
lished by the Webster Publish- 
ing Co., of St. Louis, were the 
following: 

“JESUS BEGAN 
about in Palestine, the small 
land where he was born.. He 
talked to the people who gath- 
ered about him. He talked to 
them about being good neigh- 
bors. He told them that all men 
are brothers. He asked them to 
believe in a just and loving God 
who was their father in Heaven. 

“The teachings of Jesus stirred 
up hate for him among some of 
the Jewish leaders. They feared 
that the words of Jesus would 
make trouble and that the Ro- 
man rulers would blame them 
for it. They urged the Roman 
governor to do away with Jesus. 
At last the governor allowed 
Jesus to be put to death on a 
cross.”

Viewed With Concern By US Rabbis

NEW YORK (NJP) — Many 
American religious leaders are 
pecoming increasingly concerned 
with the mixture of religion and 
politics in Israel. 


RABBI A, HERTZBERG, 
chairman of the Israel Commis- 
sion of the Rabbinical Assembly 
(Conservative) told The POST 
ihat the Rabbinical Assembly has 
definitely decided to encourage 
non-political religious activity in 
Israel. 

2abbi Hertzberg says the RA 
has been approached — several 
times by religious organizations 
in Israel, and in each case has 
turned down the overiures for 
affiliation. 

A spokesman for Reform, 
Rabbi Samuel Silver of the Un- 
ion of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations, also sees it as de- 


sirable for religion to remain 


above the area of politics, and doxically, 





hopes that ultimately the Amer- 
ican system of separation will 
be emulated. 


HOWEVER, Rabbi Silver 
warns, the issue may well be an 
attempt to embarrass Premier 
Ben-Gurion at a time when he 
requires Orthodox support in 
order to consolidate the recent 
Israel acceptance of the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine: 

The Orthodox view, stated to 
The POST. by Rabbi Zev Ziegel, 
chairman of the Israel] Commis- 
sion of the Rabbinical Council, 
upholds religious activity in the 
political field, not in order to en- 
force religious observance, but 
as a defense measure against 
the onslaught of the political 
parties who oppose every aspect 
of religious expression in every- 
day life in Israel.

PELI, WHO IS to lecture at

ism to the non-religious Kib- 
butzim, 

Continuing his outspoken at- 
tack on the religious parties of 
the Knesset (NJP, Sept. 28, ’56), 
Peli claims the support of a 
wide cross Section of Israeli re- 
ligious opinion ranging from the 
heads of Orthodox Yeshivas and 


professors at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity to dissenters within the 
Mizrachi and Agudah movements 
(religious parties) and even a 
sprinkling of irreligious Mapai.

Famed Ceramicists Devote Summer 


To Brandeis Camp Youth Workshop 


LOS ANGELES (NJP) — A 
PLAIN OLD BARN in the Santa 
Susana Hills, just 35 miles north- 
west of Los Angeles, is the sum- 
mer workshop of what the noted 
British art journal, London 
Studio, has described as “per- 
haps the most outstanding hus- 
band-and-wife team in modern 
craftsmanship.” 

Located on the 2,200-acre 
ranch site of the Brandeis Camp 
Institute, the barn, equipped 
with a large electric kiln, three 
potter's wheels and other neces- 
sary implements, serves as the 
work studio and classroom of 
Otto and Gertrud Natzler. 

It is here that the two artists 
divide their time between teach- 
ing ceramics to the Jewish youth 
attending the camp’s famed 
leadership training institutes — 
which begins its 17th year of 
operation June 23—and design- 
ing their exquisite pottery which 
is purchased by museums and 
many private collectors through- 
out the country. 


THE NATZLERS began work- 
ing together in 1934 in their na- 
tive Vienna. They won their 
first award, a silver medal, at 
the Paris World Exhibition in 


1937. 
One year later they were 
driven out of Austria by the 


scourge of Nazism and arrived 
in the United States with no 
money, but with an abundance 
of talent. It was that combined 
talent which, a year after their 
arrival, won them first prize in 
the National Ceramic Exhibi- 
tion, Many other awards fol- 
lowed throughout the years. 

Ceramics created by the Natz- 
lers are in the permanent col- 
lection of such outstanding in- 
Stitutions as the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York, the 
San Francisco Museum, the Los 
Angeles County Museum, the 
Chicago Art Institute and oth- 
ers in this country and abroad, 
as well as many _ universities 
and private art collections. 

The Natzlers receive no sal- 
ary for their annual two-month 
teaching session at Brandeis 
Camp. Why then, when the de- 
mand for their beautiful cera- 
mics is so great, do they divert 
their creative energies to work 


with the college and teen-age 
youth attending Brandeis Camp 
and its adjoining junior divi- 


Sion, Camp Alonim? 

Otto Natzler’s answer typifies 
the spirit which has prompted 
Support of the Brandeis program 
from other leading artists and 
educators since it was first 
founded in 1941 by Dr. Shlomo 
Bardin, the executive director, 
and the late Supreme Court 
Justice Louis D. Brandeis. 


“I COULD SAY,” said the 
ceramics designer, “that we give 
Our time because we believe in 
the role of Brandeis in perpetu- 
ating not only the historic values 


of Judaism, but also in adding 
&n appreciation of the cultural 
Contributions being made by 


Jews living in America today.

Your Chances of Adopting 
A Jewish Child Are Slim ° 


(This is the first of a series 
of two articles by Lili Eller, 
POST staff correspondent, on 
the problems of Jewish adop- 
tions, both from the standpoint 
Of parents and children.

NEW YORK (NJP) — What 
chances does a childless Jewish 


family have of adopting a child 
this year? 

Outside of New York, almost 
none. 


IN THE GREATER New York 
area, while the number of Jew- 
ish children placed for adoption 
reached an all time high in 1956, 
the picture for would-be adop- 
tive parents is as bleak as ever, 
Florence Brown, Director of the 
Louise Wise Child Adoption Cen- 
ter, told The POST. 

Some 152 children—chiefly off- 
spring of unwed mothers— 
found permanent homes in New 
York last year. But at the same 
time, some 1,000 couples had 
to be turned down. Once turned 
down, these couples rarely get 
another chance. 

The single most important 
factor here is, of course, the 
children. There just are not 
enough Jewish children who need 
a home. Thus, what spells sad- 
ness for numerous. childless 
couples in effect represents a 
good situation in terms of scarc- 
ity of needy children. 


NEW YORK IS the brightest 
spot in the adoptive picture. 
Here, the ratio of applicant 
couples to available children is 
approximately 10 to 1. Outside 
of New York, including large 
urban areas containing sizable 
Jewish populations, this ratio is 
sometimes 100 to 1, according to 
Mrs. Brown. 

(The situation is in reverse 
among other segments of the 
population in the United States. 





Among Negroes, for instance, 
there are many more children out 
for adoption than there are fam- 
ilies applying to agencies.) 


WHAT THIS MEANS is that 
there are proportionately by far 
fewer babies born out of wedlock 
to Jewish than to non-Jewish 
mothers. Only a minute number 
of the 80,000 children placed by 
all agencies throughout the 
country last year were Jewish. 

Two quite surprising facts 
emerged from The POST’S in- 
terview with the head of the 
leading Jewish adoption agency 
in America. 

One is that contrary to popu- 
lar belief, most applicants for 
babies come from middle-class 
rather than high-income groups. 
While no minimum income is 
set as a criterion for child-seek- 
ers, the agency sets a fee in ac- 
cordance with the couple’s earn- 
ing power. 


THIS FEE IS $200 for fam- 
ilies earning less than . $3,500 
and up to $1,300 for those earn- 
ing over $15,000. As the aver- 
age fee received by the Louise 
Wise Agency is approximately 
$500-600, the conclusion is that 
more than 50 per cent of the 
families come from the $5,000- 
8,000 income group. 

The second fact was that, bar- 
ring a negligible number of emo- 
tionally disturbed children (while 
most of the children are babies, 
the agency also handles young: 
sters up to the age of 12), there 
is no such thing as a non-adopt- 
able child. 


“WE HAVE placed children 
who have had a touch of polio, 
cerebral palsy, even a deaf child. 
At the moment we have a young- 
ster with a cleft palate we hope 
to place. It takes a special kind 
of family to make this kind of 
adjustment,” Mrs. Brown stated.

ALBANY, N. Y. (NJP)—In worldly goods, the late Rabbi 
Samuel Wolk, senior rabbi of Albany’s Temple Beth Emeth, 
left an estate of less than $10,000. 


In his will, however, he 


bequeathed to “all mankind, 


without regard to family ties, or color or creed” a counsel— 
based on his philosophy of Judaism—which he said “would

Rabbi Wolk died May 29, during-the week the new Temple 
Beth Emeth was being dedicated. 


The will follows: 


“T, Samuel Wolk, of the City and County of Albany, 
State of New York, make this my Last Will and Testament: 

“All worldly goods that I own, after the payment of 
my just debts, I give to my wife, Mary C. Wolk, absolutely, 
to be used or disposed of by her in whatever way she may 
see fit, and I name her Executrix of this, my will. 

“Should it be our fate to die jointly, I bequeath these 
possessions to our son, Daniel.

THE STORY of Judge Emil 
Fuchs and the Braves is, up to 
a point, a Horatio Alger saga 
brought to life. The boy who 
played catcher on a New York 
settlement house nine grew up 
to own and even to manage a 
major league baseball team. 

But it was a team which turned 
him from a near millionaire to 
a bankrupt. 

Emil Fuchs, born in New 
York in 1878, worked his way 
through the New York Univer- 
sity law school. From 1915 to 
1918 he served as a magistrate 
in New York City, and in 1922 
he was attorney for the federai 
prohibition director. In 1923, 
when he gained controlling in- 
terest in the Braves, he was at- 
torney for the New York Giants. 

During his career in the law 
Judge Fuchs had never Jost the 
great interest in and love for 
baseball he had acquired as a 
boy. With the acquisition of the 
Braves he reached the summit 
of his ambition; the fan had 
become an owner, 


UNFORTUNATELY, for Emil 
Fuchs, at least, business and 
pleasure did not mix. 

In the first five years of his 
ownership the Braves finished 
seventh, eighth, fifth, seventh 
and seventh.

“What about a squeeze play?” 
someone replied. 

“A squeeze? No,” protested 
the judge. “Let us’score our runs 
in an honorable Way.” 

It goes to prove that nice guys 
do finish last; especially if they 
haven't got the best team. 
After one season at the helm 
the judge gave up the struggle 
and retired to the front office. 
He hung onto the Braves until 
they finally broke him in 1935. 
But he was the second Jewish 
manager—can’t take that away 
from him.

FLAM, America’s hardest-work- 
ing Jewish tennis player, today 
stands on the threshhold of 
what may be his finest hour in 
international tennis. 

The 28-year-old Davis Cupper 
from Beverly Hills, Cal., enters 
the august Wimbledon Cham- 
pionships this month’ regarded 
as a solid contender for men’s 
singles honors. 

Herbie, who formerly starred 
at UCLA, demonstrated his fit- 
ness last week by gaining the 
final round of the French Cham- 
pionships, one of the “Big Four” 
international meets. ‘The others 
are Wimbledon and the United 
States and Australian champion- 
ships. 

Flam’s best previous year was 
in 1950 when, after several near- 
misses, he captured the national 
intercollegiate title, and went on 
to win the national clay court 
crown. He previously was a 
two-time U. S. junior winner. 
Flam climaxed his 1950 cam- 
paign by reaching the finals at 
Forest Hills, losing in five sets 
to Art Larsen.

None of these is a standout, 
barring Hoad’s return to top 
form. Herb, whose steadiness 
and determination have made 
him feared as a “stumbling 
block” by most top netters, has 
an edge over most of the field. 


HIS BIGGEST danger lies in 
some powerful hitter getting a 
“hot streak” and blasting him 
off the court. 

Herb lacks real power, but is 
a sound strategist and a durable 
athlete. Nobody works harder 
at staying in condition and mak- 
ing the most’ of his resources. 

The Californian has the most 
consistent record of the con- 
tenders for Hoad’s crown. If 
things go well, Herb could fol- 
low Dick Savitt’s lead and take 
the Wimbledon championship. It 
would be proof positive that 
hard work pays off in tennis as 
it does in any endeavor. 

And for Herb Flam, it would 
be the fitting climax to a ca- 
reer distinguished by its sports- 
manship—and by its patience.

‘Keeping Up With Joneses’ 


Isn't A Laughing 
+ * @ 


WE MAY ridicule and poke 
fun at keeping up with the 
Joneses and the subject of so- 
cial climbing, but the problem 
can be a serious matter. 

Here in America, where chil- 
dren are taught in school about 
the equality of man, where its 
citizens have been aware that 
either they or their forefathers 
were immigrants and newcom- 
ers to the land, there must be a 
different approach to working 
out the problem of what makes 
one man superior to another. It 
may never be worked out satis- 
factorily. At least in those lands 
where one was either of royai 
blood or just a lowly common- 
er, things were more clear-cut. 

Here there appears to be a 
continual jockeying for position 
on the basis of wealth, or whose 
grandparénts came over earlier, 
or who has the most refined 
background, or, well, you name 
it. 

THAT THE problem is for- 
midable and perhaps even un- 
solvable may be gathered from 
a statement we found in To- 
day’s Health, the American Med- 
ical Association publication. 

“Attempts to ‘keep up with 
the Joneses often can lead to 
the mental hospital,’ Dr. Harold 
Lasswell, Yale professor of law 
and political science, is quoted 
as telling the National Health 
Forum.

“IN OUR SOCIETY,” he ex- 
plained, “the demand. for respect 
takes many forms: Striving to 
obtain all the respect that new 
wealth or position makes pos- 
sible; seeking to save enough 
respect to compensate for eco- 
nomic limitation (would that in- 
clude people who were once 
wealthy and high up in society 
and are now impoverished?); 
trying to discover means’ of 
scoring prestige points in order 
to get ahead of competitors 
having the same income. Those 
who keep up with the Joneses 
must often go all the way to 
the mental hospital.” 

“IN THIS AREA,” he contin- 
ued, “the woman pays. Women 
are especially active in respect 
to competition, and they often 
pay in terms of mental health. 
The repercussions do not stop 
at that. Studies of middle-class 
families show what often hap- 
pens when the wife fancies she 
is a cut above her husband so- 
cially. She not only undermines 
the authority of the male in the 
home but may create a patho- 
logical environment for. the chil- 
dren.” 

To all of which Dr. 
offers no solution. 

And yet all normal citizens 
must be affected. The whole at- 
mosphere of America is a striv- 
ing to improve one’s condition 
in this land of opportunity.

Cohen of 108 Salisbury St., reads 
literature to the blind by means 
of a tape recorder. 

DAVID WORKS together with 
a 16-year-old friend, George S. 
Mitchell. At first the two boys 
began by rigging up a model 
radio station and interviewing 
neighbors who passed in front 
of their homes. That was “years 
ago” now, for they have been at 
this hobby since the eighth grade. 
Little by little the boys “built 
up our equipment” and eventu- 
ally got tape recorders.

THEIR FIRST assignment 
was to make tape recordings 
for blind correspondents in Eng- 
Jand and France.

The all-metal evaporated milk 
cam is made with only a smail 
venthole in the top to be closed 
with solder, assuring necessary 
maximum cleanliness during the 
filling operation, and providing 
extra strength to protect the 
milk during transportation. 

The special attachment on the 
5” long steel opener has a little 
center hook which catches un- 
der the rim of the evaporated 
milk can, while a pointed punch 
rests on the can’s top surface.

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EILAT MAYOR INVITES ‘ALIYA’; 
SEES BIG FUTURE FOR NEGEV

CLEVELAND, O. (NJP) — 
From his suite in Cleveland’s 
Carter Hotel, the apple-cheeked, 
curly haired young man who 
Jooked much more like a visit- 
ing college student than the 
mayor of one of the world’s most 
exciting frontier towns, extended 
a warm welcome to all U. S. 
Jews to come and settle in Is- 


rael, 


“WE HAVE room for all Amer- 
ican Jews who want to come,” 
declared Hanoch Nenner, the 35- 
year-old mayor of Eilat., “We 
would rather have them than 
their money, even (and we need 
the money)! We need their re- 
markable “know-how” ... and 
their superb technological knowl- 
edge. And, in general, I feel 
they add something positive to 
the atmosphere of the State of 
Israel.” 

Nenner, on tour of the States 
in behalf of State of Israel 
Bonds, expressed a “little disap- 
pointment” at the “low Aliyah 
rate of American Jewry.” 

“But I was happy to hear ref- 
erences to permanent “Aliyah” 
and “Chalutziot’—in speeches at 
the recent founding convention 
of the American Jewish League 
for Israel (formerly the Inde- 
pendent Zionists of America) in 
New York,” he observed. “After 
all, we Israelis know what a 
great job American Jewry is do- 
ing. We feel that they should 
come over and take a look at 
what uses are being made of 
their money. We couldn’t have 
accomplished this without that 
money.” 

FROM HIS CALM, quiet man- 
ner and his matter-of-fact speech, 
it would be hard to guess that 
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*, Nenner represents one of the 
pantie spots of the world—for 
Eilat is situated 112 miles west 
of Jordan, five miles north of 
Egypt, and three miles across 
the Gulf of Aqaba to Saudi Ar- 
abia! He looks at the bustling, 
growing young town, home of 
the famous pipeline to Beer- 
sheba — with love — and great 
faith, 

“I predict that the Negev will 
be settled with half a million 
people within the next 10 years,” 
said Mr. Nenner, “and develop- 
ment of the Negev is unthink- 
able without Eilat. We eventu- 
ally expect to be the outlet 
through which Israel can estab- 
lish trade relations with the Far 
East .. . the Orient—and East 
and South Africa. Already we 
have aroused definite interest 
from Burma, Ceylon and Ghana. 
Japan — the biggest buyer of 
salt in the world market — has 
already sent us a trade mission. 

“When we have the proper 
equipment for extracting the 


great wealth of potash and salt 
from the Dead Sea, when we are 
adequately using all its  by- 
products—when new transporta- 
tion systems establish satisfac- 
tory communications overland 
and by sea... you will find 


Eilat blossoming as a_ great 
trade doorway to Asia and 
Africa. We can import raw ma- 


terials from these countries to 
be processed in Israeli manu- 
facturing centers. 

“This is no “pipe dream.” This 
is already beginning to come 
true. We need the moncy, some 
new ‘know-how’... and we will 
go ahead.” 


ANOTHER bright future for 
Eilat lies in its possibilities as a 
tourist and health center. “Our 
climate is ideal for year-around 
sports,” he explained. “Hot and 
dry in summer (something like 
New Mexico) and mild to warm 
in winter ... 70 to 80 degrees 
is the usual temperature. It is 
perfect for people suffering from 
asthma or other respiratory dis- 


It also has become a new 
center for water-sports — like 
skin-diving. We have some of 
the most beautiful coral scenery 
in the world ... and as a re- 
sult we already have a marine 
museum ... tiny, of course, but 
it is going to grow. We want 
to add a section for geological 
studies, and art.” 


» THE MAYOR sighed. “It will 
cost $100,000. But we have the 
blueprints already. And _ one 
day this too will be built. One 
thing: There is plenty of work 
to be had in Eilat; this is the 
only place in Israel right now 
where we can use all the man- 
power we can get.” 

And what does he think of 
America?’ “It’s magnificent!” 
And what was the first thing 
that caught his attention here? 

“The waste,’ sighed Nenner, 
shaking his curly head. “The 
luxury, of course, I can under- 
stand. This is a wealthy coun- 
try. But the waste? This was

RIFT IN CONSERVATIVES 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Impati- 
ence with the progress of the 
highly controversial new Con- 
servative ketuba, the marriage 
contract, has led to action which 
may widen the rift between the 
right and left wings in Conser- 
vative Judaism. 

THE LEFT - WING group, 
which feels that the new ketuba 
is not achieving its purpose of 
safeguarding the rights of the 
wife whose husband refuses to 
give her a “get” or Jewish di- 
vorce, is demanding study of the 
Epstein proposal. 

The Epstein’ proposal, pre- 
pared by the late Rabbi Louis 
Epstein, is broader and differs 
from the new Conservative ke- 
tuba in technique. 

The rift developed at the re- 
cent convention of the Rabbini- 
cal Assembly (RA), organiza- 
tion of Conservative rabbis. 

Actual discussion centered 
around an amendment by Rabbi 
Judah Goldin, to refer the reso- 
lution to the joint halacha com- 
mittee rather than to the law 
committee of the RA. 

Rabbi Louis Finkelstein, chan- 
cellor of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary, implored the rabbis 
at the convention to pass the 
proposal. The vote was close, 
92-88, against the proposal.

They maintained that the new 
ketuba is largely not being used 
by the RA members, it doesn’t 
go far enough in the protection 
of the woman and the legality 
of the document has not as yet 
been substantiated. 

Rabbi Epstein’s proposal was 
first approved in 1935. At that 
time he made an extensive study 
into the problem of the aguna, 
and recommended that a rider 
be added to the ketuba (mar- 
riage contract) which in effect 
gave the wife permission to act 
in her mate’s behalf in arrang- 
ing for a divorce in the above 
situations. 

The new Conservative ketuba 
commits the husband to abide 
by a ruling of a Beth Din (Jew- 
ish court) to give his wife a 
Jewish divorce if a civil divorce 
has already taken place. 

The left-wing Reconstruction-

THE BOOK OF TEMPLE SERV-

The Yale Judaica series, sub- 
sidized by the late Louis M. 
Rabinowits, and edited by the 
late Prof. Julian Oberman, Is 
largely devoted to the presenta- 
tion of Rambam’s Mishneh To- 
rah in a clear annotated English 
text. 

The present volume must 
have proved somewhat more dif- 
ficult than its predecessors, for 
Rabbi Lewittes had to write of 
laws most of which were theo- 
retical not alone in Maimonides’ 
day but even to the Talmudic 
masters. Here are rules for the 
Sanctuary, its votaries, permitted 
and prohibited offerings, and 





the entire sacred procedure, nev- 
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er again to be resumed in Je- 
rusalem. 

That the rendition should be 
lucid and comprehensible is a 
matter of great credit to the edi- 
tors; one can read these ancient 
laws with genuine interest. Fold- 
maps of the Temple and its pic- 
brings home to us the magnifi- 
cent thoroughness of the Code, 
reflected in the skilled scholarly 
labors of Rabbi Lewittes. 


THE PRAYER BOOK, Week- 
day, Sabbath, Festival, by Ben 
Zion Bokser, $3 (Hebrew Pub- 
lishing Co.). 

As “part translation, part 
commentary,” Dr. Bokser here- 
with provides and new and com- 
mendable translation of the Sid- 
dur, with only rare omissions 
and with notes and supplements. 

The omissions include “who 
hast not made me a woman,” 
Vayomer David in Minha, and 
very little else—so that the tra- 
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ditional will have very little to 
cavil at. 

The general arrangement is 
different, but all the special read- 
ings are appended, as well as 
grace, special services, and bless- 
ings. The notes are learned and 
enlightening. Dr. Bokser’s skill 
in translating and editing is 
matched by the book’s excellent 
format. 


SEFER HOSHT, edited by Reu- 
en Fink (300 Central Park 
West, New York 24). 

Here is another saddening 
record of Eastern European Jew- 
ish communities no longer ex- 
istent. Fink himself has depict- 
ed Hosht and its people; Peretz 
Goldshtein speaks to the world; 
and Abraham Yaron writes of 
the life that is no more. 

There are forewords by Chaim 
Lieberman, S. Margoshes, and 
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others, a memorial to the 1,015 
victims of three slaughters, and 
a number of photographs and 
illustrations, 

An important addition to the 
record of the most horrible pe- 
riod of modern Jewish history, 
certain to create tears, nostal- 
gia, and a stubborn hope among 
the mourners who read it.

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FEAR ‘OF WHAT? 


THE SNIDE REMARKS in The Reconstructionist 
magazine over the proposition advanced in an editorial 
here recently that the Jewish community seems to be re- 
verting to the principles of Orthodoxy, may indicate a fear 
in certain quarters over such a development. 

There was no attempt to answer the position taken 
by our editorial, and the innuendo that The POST has sold 
out to Orthodoxy is beneath the usual Reconstructionists’ 
position of fairness. 

The one point made by the remarks in The Recon- 
structionist magazine is simple to refute. It challenges 
the position that only the Orthodox revere and uphold the 
principles of Judaism. If in our awkward way, we left 
that impression, we are happy to retract; but most cer- 
tainly the percentage of those who are observant is 
greater among the Orthodox than among the other wings 
of Judaism. 


YOU MIGHT SEE the picture clearer, if you imagined 
a United States Jewish community without Orthodoxy. 

In this connection, we remember less than 10 years 
ago, when a segment of Conservative Rabbis seriously en- 
tertained the proposition of approving Jewish banquets in 
non-kosher places as long as the food was not inherently 
forbidden in itself. 

At that time, such a position, with the Jewish com- 
munity fleeing as it was from all traditional observances, 
seemed intelligent. But what this group failed ‘to sense 
was the strong undercurrent which by today has solidly 
established the principle that no community-wide banquet 
should be held unless it is strictly kosher. 


THIS IS NO reflection on Conservatism. We still hold 
that Orthodoxy invited the developments of Reform and 
Conservatism by its inability to make Jewish living com- 
patible with a modern environment. 

The virtues of Orthodoxy are what Reform and Con- 
servatism seek to retain and strengthen. The problem is, 
however, that we are not given to know which deletion 
of Orthodox practice opens the floodgates, and which only 
removes the encrustations and reveals the original in all 
its pristine strength. 

In this respect, Conservatism must admit that it owes 
a great deal to Reform, which has not been afraid to con- 
cede that many of the practices it sought to eliminate were 
in truth bone and flesh of Judaism. 

Today, Reform, Conservative and Orthodox Judaism 
are all fighting the same battle. 


LACK OF OBSERVANCE is rife in all three wings 
of Judaism, and this is the common problem, 

That is why at this particular juncture we think that 
both Reform and Conservative Judaism need minimum 
guides more than anything else. At another time, the es- 
tablishment of such a guide might be a serious error, but 
the need of today and of the next few years at least is 
some definitive code of observance. 

In any event, Judaism should not underestimate the 
resurging interest in things Jewish. This would be cata- 
strophic—if the people wanted more Judaism and if the 
skeptical leadership fought to deny it to them. 


WE ARE NOT DEBTORS 


THE PROPOSITION that United States Jewry owes 
a debt to phases of activity in the general community has 
been advanced in connection with a leading institution of 
learning, and recently was the main theme of an article 
in The Reconstructionist Magazine. 


This approach shows a tendency toward second-class 
citizenship that is outdated at this point in United States 
Jewish history. 

The view of today is that Jews make their best con- 
tributions to the general welfare of the community when 
they are truly Jewish. 


THE EXTENSION of this theory is that.Jews, just as 
other segments of the population, have made their in- 
fluence felt in various areas of the culture, and have no 
cause for feeling that their contribution has been inferior 
to that of any other religious group. 


If the less than 200,000 Quakers have built nine out- 
standing universities, and the more than five million Jews 
only one, that does not mean that Jews have been de- 
linquent in their contributions to study and sciences. It 
only means that traditionally the establishment of univer- 
sities of general education has not been an area in which 
the Jewish community has occupied itself. There are valid 
reasons why this is so: 

ALL JEWS take great pride in the growing ‘recogni- 
tion Brandeis University has received. We hope that other 
such schools, now that Dr. Sachar has shown what can be 
done, will be established by United States Jewry. 


But we do not feel that the raison d’etre for this kind 
of development need be that United States Jews owe a 
debt to higher learning in the United States. There are 
many more valid reasons why Brandeis should be sup- 
portc? ead why United States Jews should direct some of 
their efforts toward establishing new schools of higher 
learning.

THE CHRONICLER has finished the 
census of the tribes, the deployment of the 
Levites, the account of the ordeal of jealousy, 
and the vows of the Nazirite. And now he 
comes to the grim business of the invasion 
and the wars for the possession of the 
Promised Land, He has al- 
ready warned us that Moses 
would have trouble with the 
mixed multitude he led out 
of Egypt. 

On several occasions they 
had whined and whimpered 
and murmured and com- 
plained. In the face of the 
wilderness hazards, they ro- 
manticized the past. The 
garlic, the onions, the stew

of the slave’s portion seemed like ambrosia 
through the taut veil of the present fear. 
The taskmaster’s whip appeared as an in- 
strument of necessary discipline and Pharaoh 


as a benevolent provider. The murmurers 
had begun to organize dissident groups and 
were encouraging the Eldads and the Me- 
dads to dispute the authority of Moses. 
NOW AS THEY approached Canaan, the 
people demanded that spies be sent to survey 
the land and the peopie. Moses grudgingly 
consented, for he knew beforehand that the 
representatives of the tribes would emphasize 
the difficulties and formulate a discouraging 
report. His instructions to the spies, though 
curt and aseptic, constitute a remarkable ex- 
ample of military precision and conciseness 
and help us to understand why it was Moses 
and no other lawgiver who achieved the 


miracle of brevity in depth known as the 
Ten Commandments. 

Ten of the 12 spies brought back a ma. 
jority report. The Canaanites were giants, 
their cities fortresses, their land a land that 
eats invaders. They frankly admitted that 
they were as grasshoppers in their own sight 
when they compared themselves with the 
enemy. Projected shades of Abe Lincoln 
(that latter-day Moses) as he heard reports 
from his generals on the formidable nature 
of the Confederate opposition! But Lincoln 
found his Grant and Moses had his Joshua 
and Caleb. They believed in themselves and 
they believed in the destiny of the children 
of Isracl. They were a minority of two, but 
they anticipated a certain Judas the Maccabee 
in their faith that two and God make a 
majority. 

MOSES ACCEPTED the minority report 
and ordered the tribes to advance. From 
time to time we are confronted with instances 
when there is a teleological suspension of 
the ethical, the moral and the democratic, in 
favor of the over-all Divine purpose and de- 
sign. Such a suspension occurred when Abra- 
ham drove out Ishmael at Sarah’s request, 
when Rebekah contrived to channel the bless- 
ing to Jacob instead of Esau. Now Moses 
suspends democratic procedure in deference 
to his divine mission. 

It is a risky business—this suspension of 
the ethical, It is often the road to disaster 
for human values. Only thoes can take the 
risk who are firm in the larger perspective, 
who are confident that history will sustain 
their veto. Moses had that perspective and 
that confidence, History has sustained him 
and the minority report. 
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THE GREATEST ACHIEVEMENT of any 
man is that he is true to himself, 

With that introduction, we want to say 
something about Rabbi Samuel Wohl, of 
Cincinnati’s Wise Temple, who had a great 
simha in the past several weeks when his son 
Amiel was ordained as a Reform Rabbi. 

We have known Rabbi Wohl for a great 
many years. For many of these years, he 
was co-rabbi of the Wise Temple, which was 
founded by Isaac Mayer Wise, with Rabbi 
James G. Heller. 

Now Rabbi Heller and Rabbi Wohl are 
two different personalities, and if one over- 
shadowed the other, it was because the gifts 
which Rabbi Heller possessed were such that 
claimed attention, while Rabbi Wohl’s activ- 
ities and interests, although none the less im- 
portant, led in other directions, 

RABBI WOHL is a leading Labor Zion- 
ist, one of the outstanding in the world, and 
a great supporter of Hebrew Union College, 
over which he has quietly exercised much 
influence in his own way. 

Any other personality might have been 
submerged in the same pulpit with Rabbi 
Heller, whose forensic ability and devotion to 
Israel and to the arts brought him great 
fame. But not so, for quiet-spoken Sam Wohl. 
He was true to himself, and therein lay his 
strength. 

ALTHOUGH we got only glimpses of him 
in recent years, we remember Rabbi Wohl’s 
great satisfaction when his son enrolled at 
Hebrew Union College, and now that Amiel 
is taking over his own pulpit in Waco, Tex., 
we know that the cup of Rabbi and Mrs. 
Wohl is brimming over.

THE ITEM in our issue of March 15 re-

Ridiculous, isn’t it? 

THE POLICY of The POST has been to 
let the decision on any bit of news be made 
by the editors, This is not a matter for re- 
porters to decide. Their job is to get the news, 
and obviously when so many people attend a 
meeting, it is no problem for a paper like The 
POST to find out what took place. The re- 
porters must walk out of off-the-record meet: 
ings, and then report to us what took place, 
giving us the information that the meeting 
was off-the-record. We here then decide on 
the validity of the request. 

WE’VE BEEN ROBBED. 

At this time of the year we could al- 
ways drag out our annual editorial on the 
shutting down of our synagogues and temples 
for the summer. 

This editorial goes back for years, and it 
was an effective one because who could con- 
done ending prayer services just because the 
weather had changed. The punch line ak 
ways was that G-d was on vacation. 

But now the editorial is no longer valid.

Is High Cost of Kosher Meat 
Driving Consumer to Trefa? 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST and OPINION: 
RE: THE BANNING of kosher meat sales in super markets. 
I am heartily in accord with the expressions of Rabbi Hilsenrath 
and wish to make the following further observations: 
Literally thousands of Jews accustomed to using kosher meats 


have been driven from the prac- 
tice of doing so. These Jews were 
appalled by the enormous dif- 


ference in cost between kosher, 


cuts of beef sold in regular kosh- 


er retail shops and supermar- 
kets. Rib, for example, sold as 
trefa still bore kosher stamps 
and plumbas and were trefa 
only because the shops were non 
kosher. 

Rabbi Hilsenrath observed 
most sagely that kashruth ob- 
servance in the supermarkets 
would possibly be better than in 
the retail shops. 


HOW MANY kosher butchers 
today are shomer shabbos, how 
many of them know how to 
treiber (porge) meat, how many 
even attempt to go through the 
motions of treibering? In how 
many of the shops is meat not 
“oyver” (over three days old 
without washing) ? 

Several years ago one of the 
leading exponents of kashruth 
in this country told me _ that 
mashgiachim would be _ placed 
in every slaughter house in the 
country and in every Jewish 
butcher shop in this city. 


I RETORTED that the idea 
was a wonderful one if there 
would be no charge for these 
services. I added that if this su- 
pervision were to add even 1 
mill to the cost of kosher meat 
it would be a great disservice 
to American Jews and Judaism 
-—for the one mill would prob- 
ably be reflected in a 5¢ per 
pound increase. Far from pro- 
hibiting the sale of kosher meats 
in supermarkets the rabbis 
should welcome it. Each rabbi 
in a community should volun- 
teer his services to the Jewish 
community and to the Almighty 
by visiting these kosher depart- 
ments without fee, to see wheth- 
er everything is truly K’das v 
K’din. Their aim should be to 
bring the price of kosher meat 
down so low that even non-Jews 
might buy kosher meat and cer- 
tainly all Jews. 

May I compliment Rabbi Rach- 
Ovsky of Miami Beach for his 
vision and courage and make the 
suggestion that the average rab- 
bi consider that he is the Sho- 
mer of Judaism, that he consid- 
er his obligations as a man of 
G-d and do something to help 
rather than hinder the observ- 
ance of one of the basic con- 
cepts of Judaism. 


IT SUGGESTS itself that per- 
haps Messrs, Friedland and Rack- 
ovsky have unwittingly planted 
the foundation of a cause cele- 
bre which may eventually bring 
to being in the United States 
and the rest of the world the 
equivalent of the Sanhedrin to 
act on the behalf of all Jews, be 
they Orthodox, Conservative, 
Reform or cardiac, and to bring 
order out of the near chaos 
Which exists today.

At the same time, they tried 
to frighten the kosher butchers 
with court proceedings and jail 
sentences if they would not seek 
protection under the wings of 
the “almighty LAJCC.” 

Your correspondent makes a 
very naive remark: “Because 
the LAJCC was unable to get its 
story over to the kosher con. 
suming group .. .” 

_The true facts are, that the 
big propaganda machine of the 
LAJCC could not win the con- 
fidence of the kosher consumer 
to buy meat from under the su- 
pervision of those gentlemen 
who, by themselves, privately as 
well as at public affairs, eat 
trefa; nor could the ordinary 
Jewish housewife get accustomed 
to the idea that a committee of 
Reformed, Conservative, and 
neo-Orthodox rabbis are the ones 
to be in charge of kashrut.

an Orthodox center, and library. 


THE JEWISH people of our 
comamunity are beginning to 
realize the meaning of a réli- 
gious Jewish communuity. They 
are finding out that officers of 
a Jewish community need not 
necessarily be gentlemen who 
arrive in their Cadillacs on Yom 
Kippur, to Yiskor; that pure 
family life is not a matter of 





the past, just to be tolerated; 
that Jewish education does not 
mean a few songs and stories 
composed by Bible critics; that 
a synagogue is not a replica of 
a Presbyterian church; that a 
Jewish Community Center is 
not a place where to get the best 
ham sandwiches, or to desecrate 
the Shabbat; and that a rabbi 
does not necessarily mean a 
good mixer, dancer, or enter- 
tainer. 

I daresay that the Haredim 
are the “Pioneer Builders” of a 
religious community in Los An- 
geles, and I hope and -pray to 
the Almighty to give us the 
strength and courage to bring 
back to our people the glory of 
a Jewish community.
